1.  The  word  “Company”,  wherever  used  in  these  Conditions  of  Sale,  means  the 
American  Art  Association-Anderson  Galleries,  Inc. 

2.  The  Company  has  exercised  reasonable  care  to  catalogue  and  describe  correctly 
the  property  to  be  sold,  but  it  does  not  warrant  the  correctness  of  description, 
genuineness,  authenticity  or  condition  of  said  property. 

3.  Unless  otherwise  announced  by  the  auctioneer  at  the  time  of  sale,  all  bids  are 
to  be  PER  PIECE  as  numbered  in  the  catalogue  except  when  numbered  catalogue 
descriptions  comprise  more  than  one  piece,  in  which  latter  case  bids  are  to  be 
PER  PIECE  unless  the  description  contains  the  notation  “Tot”. 

4.  The  highest  bidder  accepted  by  the  auctioneer  shall  be  the  buyer.  In  the  event 
of  any  dispute  between  bidders,  the  auctioneer  may,  in  his  discretion,  determine 
who  is  the  successful  bidder,  and  his  decision  shall  be  final;  or  the  auctioneer  may 
reoffer  and  resell  the  article  in  dispute. 

5.  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with  the  value  of  the  article  offered,  or  which 
is  merely  a nominal  or  fractional  advance  over  the  previous  bid,  may  be  rejected 
by  the  auctioneer,  in  his  discretion,  if  in  his  )udgment  such  bid  would  be  likely 
to  affect  the  sale  injuriously.

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FOREWORD 


ly/T  R.  I n’MAN  KAUl^'MAN  oticrs  in  the  present  sale  a line 
assortment  ol  American  Colonial  lurniture  and  decorative 
objects,  as  well  as  some  good  sil\  er  including  examples  (d  the  work 
of  Paul  Revere,  sr.  and  jr.,  Jacob  Hurd,  and  William  Cowell,  the 
last-mentioned  being  represented  by  a line  bowl  of  uncommon  beauty 
on  three  hoof  feet  [Number  255]. 

The  furniture  is  distinguished  by  some  line  pieces  of  the  block- 
front  variety,  specifically  a secretary  [Number  366],  which  is  illus- 
trated as  the  frontispiece  of  the  catalogue.  An  inlaid  sideboard 
[Number  345]  is  attributed  to  James  Seymour  of  Boston,  and  a 
pair  of  Pembroke  tables  [Number  309]  to  John  Townsend  of 
Newport,  R.  I.  A couch  [Number  330],  some  shield-back  chairs, 
anti  an  overmantel  mirror  exhibit  characteristics  of  Salem  \\'orkman- 
ship  and  are  attributed  to  Saiiuiel  Meintire,  the  leading  woodcarver 
of  his  period  in  Salem.  The  overmantel  mirror  [Number  333]  is 
identical  with  the  example  in  the  Essex  Institute,  Salem,  Mass.,  and 
is  of  indubitable  Meintire  origin.  Mahogany  and  walnut  furniture 
of  Pennsylvania  origin  includes  a splendidly  carved  Chippendale 
chair  [Number  313],  identical  with  a chair  in  the  Howard  Reif- 
snyder  Collection  which  was  an  outstanding  item  in  that  sale.  We 
may  conclude  this  summary  of  the  furniture  with  mention  of  the  line 
Pennsylvania  oak  kcis  of  architectural  design  [Number  393],  which 
retains  its  old  patina  and  is  apparently  in  untouched  condition. 

The  sale  gains  added  interest  for  the  collector  in  the  fact  that 
Mr.  Kaufman  was  able  to  obtain  possession  of  some  items  formerly 
owned  by  the  poet  Henry  Wadsworth  Longfellow,  certified  to  by 
an  affidavit  which  is  available  to  the  purchaser;  these  articles  of 
furniture  and  other  objects  occur  in  the  first  session  of  the  sale. 
From  the  (jerrish  Family,  descendants  of  one  of  the  earliest  settlers 
of  Kittery,  Me.,  were  obtained  some  articles  of  furniture  and  a 
silver-mounted  dress  sword  formerly  owned  by  Joseph  Gerrish,  a 
Revolutionary  War  officer.  There  is  also  included  a quantity  of 
furniture  purchased  by  Mr.  Kaufman  from  Mr.  Morris  Schwartz, 
who  is  retiring  from  active  business  because  of  ill  health.
